A voter upon entering the polling place, and giving his name an d residence 
will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have endorsed thereon 
the names or initals of both ballot clerks, and no other can be used. 
Upon 
receiving his ballot, voter m ust retire, alone, to a booth or com partm ent, and 
prepare the same for voting. 
A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to th e 
proper m anner of m arking a ballot but he must not advise or indicate in any 
manner whom to vote for, 
The voter will make a (X) cross in the square a t 
the right and opposite the name of the candidate he wishes to vote for. 
If 
he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office, whose name is not on the 
ballot, he must w rite the name in the blank space under the printed name of 
the candidate for the offiOe aud make a (X) cross in the square a t the right on 
it. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. 
If the ballot be 
spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who m ust issue another in its 
stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. 
Five m inutes’ time is 
allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist 
the voter in m arking his ballot can be taken into the booth and may be used 
to copy from. 
The ballot m ust not be shown so th a t any person can see how 
it has been marked by the voter.

Guy T. Olmstead, Who Attacked the 
Janesville Letter Carrier W as Af­ 
fectionate to Oppressiveness W hen­ 
ever He Mentioned His Name— 
Mob Threatened to Lynch. 


His most intimate friend was Wil­ 
liam L 
Clifford’s 
assailant. 
The 
young Janesville man's shooting by 
Guy T. Oimstead was one of the most 
dramatic incidents ever witnessed in 
the streets of Chicago,and the circum­ 
stances that led to it make a story as 
remarkable ai it is unfathomable. 
It 
suggests psychological problems which 
no one may solve. 
Clifford may re­ 
cover, but is very near death this af­ 
ternoon. 
Olmstead imagined himself infatu­ 
ated with the man whose death he 
sought.and it is said Clifford exercised 
a sort of involuntary hypnotic influ­ 
ence over him. 
The two men had 
known each other a year or mere, and 


with m e there for an hour or more 
and declared that he would never have 
anything to do with m e again. 


In te n d e d M u rd er a n d S u icid e. 
“ At last I resolved to shoot him 
and myself, too. 
I had often threat­ 
ened to do so. 
In the meantime I was 
taken ill aud treated at the Polyclinic 
Hospital, on Chicago avenue.

for a time were intimate friends. Then 
they quarrelled, and Olmstead, after 
brooding long

He was captured, how­ 
ever, before he could turn the revolver 
on himself, and last n i/h t he lay sob­ 
bing in a cell at the central policj sta­ 
tion. 
His victim lay dying at the 
Presbyterian hospital.

Clifford was in uniform when shot 
and was on his way to his route in 
Washington street, having w hat is 
known as the Chamber of Commerce 
route. 
Two other letters carriers 
were with him. 
A few paces behind 
them, and unnoticed in the hurrying 
crowds, was Olmstead. 
He had lain 
in wait for Clifford at the government 
building and fellowed him and his 
companions, on the outlook all the 
time for what they might consider a 
favorable opportunity to carry out his 
murderous design. 
His hands were 
buried in his overcoat pockets, and 
one of them clutched a revolve**. 
The three carriers had just crossed 
the car tracks and were within about 
ten feet of the patrol box at Clark and 
Madison streets when Oimstead, who 
had suddenly closed up to them, be­ 
gan shooting. 
The first shot took 
effect* in Clifford’s head and he fell 
face downward in the snow. 
Before 
Wilke or Galley realized what had 
taken place Olmstead leaned over the 
wounded man and coolly fired two 
more shots at him, one of the bullets 
entering Clifford’s back. 
Then the 
stricken carrier's comrades turned on 
the assassin and restrained him from 
doing further violence. 
T a lk o f L y n c h in g O lm ste d . 
Cries of “ Get a rope!” and “ Lynch 
him!” were heard, but 
no serious 
movement wasma^e against the man, 
and the officers who ran up had no 
difficulty in holding him until the pa 
trol wagon arrived, which carried him 
to the central police station. 
The prisoner began to cry as soon 
as he was locked up, and told this 
story: 
“ I came t > Chicago two years ago 
from 
Fairmount, 
III., and a few 
months later was made a substitute 
letter carrier. 
It was then I met Will 
Clifford. 
We became very intimate 
friends, 
and I often told him we 
might die together. 
Last July Will 
showed an inclination to avoid me. 
This made me wretched, 
and last 
September I threatened to shoot him. 
Will made a complaint against me to

until to-day did I feel able to carry 
out my resolution to kill Will and my­ 
self.

Clifford. 
They all breathe the warmest regard 
for the carrier and were remarkable 
productions. 
Captain McGrath, superintendent of 
the city delivery, says Clifford com­ 
plained about Olmsted’s attentions be­ 
ing annoying. 
“ The friendship was 
broken,” said Captain McGrath, “ when 
Oitrstead became too demonstrative 
in showing his regard lor the other 
man. 
I know he wrote letters to Clif­ 
ford threatening to kill him.” 
J a n e s v ille

Clifford’s Janesville brothers knew 
nothing of Olmsted, and had never 
heard the name until questioned by a 
Gazette reporter yesterday afternoon 
Clifford lived in Chicago with a young­ 
er brother, Elmer D., who was attend­ 
ing business college. 
On frequent oc 
casions their sisters and a brother 
were their guests at the boarding 
house. Both the young men have en­ 
tertained the household with guitar 
and piano music, and at one time both 
were members of the Fourth Baptist 
church choir. 
Clifford was a favorite 
with the boarders, and Mrs. Worrall, 
keeper of the boarding house, in talk 
ing of bim yesterday, said, “ He was 
good as gold.” 
At 3 o’clock this afternoon a dis 
patch from Chicago said Clifford had a 
chance of recovery.
